“Why Is There War in the West?” 


If Herr Hitler’s speech to the Reich- 
stag yesterday could be dissociated from 
the Hitler record, half of it at least would 
draw whole-hearted applause from the 
peoples of Allied and neutral countries. 
Delivered by a man—such as Stressemann 

in whose word it was possible for san¢ 
persons to pul confidence, the speech 


would provide a basis for negotiations, 
aimed not only at stopping the present 
war but at establishing conditions in Eur- 
ope on a just and friendly footing. 


But the speech is the speech of Hitler, 
and has to be rated at the value he has 
taught the world to place upon his word. 
When he suggests terms of settlement, 
every person in and out of Germany who 
is informed as to the facts of the last five 
years knows that he would not keep the 
terms for a moment if he saw a chance to 
break them with satisfaction to his own 
thirst for glory. When he talks of a con- 
ference to consolidate peace, every hearer 
and reader knows he means a conference 
to consolidate his ill-gotten gains, and to 
delude the peaceful nations into quiescence 
that would leave him free to continue plot- 
ting their destruction. ' 

The Fuehrer was entirely right when 
he said the most important condition for 
a “revival of economic life in and outside 
Europe is the establishment of uncondi- 
tional guaranteed peace and a sense of 
security on the part of individual nations.” 
But how can peace be guaranteed or 
security felt while the destroyer of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia and Poland is 
still in position to impose his will upon 
other countries, without regard to written 
treaties, plighted word, or common de- 
cency? 

The speech was the speech of a man 
whose vallcinies have found him out, who 
sees clearly the terrible consequences his 
own misdeeds are bringing upon Germany 
and other countries, but who makes no 
pretence to penitence, suggests no recti- 
fying of the wrongs he has done, and re- 
fuses to take the course that would save 
his own and other peoples from the 
scourge of war. 

Someone in Germany suggested a week 
ago that to ayert war Herr Hitler was 
prepared to step out of power. There was 
no word of this in the Hitler speech. The 
omission was not an over-sight. When he 
asked “Why is there war in the west,” 
Herr Hitler knew the answer, none better. 
He and the company of associates who 
have made themselves a menace and a 
nuisance to every other country in the 
continent, and eventually to all countries, 
constitute the reason for the massing of 
millions of men along Germany’s western 
front, for the war at sea, and for the 
prospectively fiendish war in and from the 
air. 

But does Herr Hitler propose to step 
down, disband his brigade of plotters and 
plunderers, and allow the German people 
to set up a government of trustworthy 
men to negotiate peace with their neigh- 
bors? Nothing of the kind. He delib- 
erately plans to destroy millions of Ger- 
man and other lives, and “billions of 
wealth,” to keep himself and his gang in 
control. It is to be a Hitler war; and, for 
Germany, “After me, the deluge.” 

Nobody but Hitler wants the war to 
go on. No one outside himself and his 
co-conspirators did anything to bring it, 
about. No one else in authority anywhere 
omitted any word or act likely to avert it. 
The German people do not want war. The 
Allied governments and peoples do not 
want it. There would be no war but for 
the egomaniac who has seized power in 
Berlin and proclaims that he will plunge 
Europe into unspeakable horrors rather 
than give way to someone with whom it 
would be possible to negotiate in an at- 
mosphere of confidence.

N a long-range war, the Al- 

lies may win by their abil- 
ity to blockade German ports 
and sweep German shipping 
off the seas, So events in the 
area shown are vital to the 
course of the war. 

Most of them are unspec- 
tacular—ceaseless patrolling 
by Britain to see that no Ger- 
man vessel enters or leaves 
the North Sea, and by Ger- 
many to see that no British 
warships slip into the Baltic; 
the tending of mine fields; 
the sinking or capture of 
supply-laden freighters. 

In fact, the war here is al- 
most invisible. A naval en- 
gagement may break out any 
minute, of course, but Ger- 
many isn’t strong enough to
